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Continuation of 3. NOTE: (a) reciting "semipermeable material that controls access of volatile acetylcholinesterase inhibitors" (last three 
lines) in claim 19 raises new issues requiring further consideration and/or search. An invention as required by this recitation has not been 
previously claimed. 

(b) the above recitation raises the issue of new matter. The specification fails to recite "semipermeable material" and "volatile 
acetylcholinesterase inhibitors". Additionally, there is no disclosure of the bag controlling access of volatile acetylcholinesterase inhibitors. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: arguments directed to the claims in the 
amendment are moot since the amendment has not been entered. The argument directed to using a semipermeable polyethylene bag as 
required in claim 10 is unpersausive for reasons set forth in the previous office action of 1/5/07. While Strobe! et al do not disclose the 
polyethylene bag being semipermeable, the bag is inherently semipermeable since gas will pass through the polyethylene when there is 
sufficient unequal pressure on opposite sides of the polyethylene forming the bag. A bag that allows gas to pass through is 
semipermeable.
